ready to note that the Oovcrnors of

the American states. r<n- tlie flrst time
ln thelr lilutory, have met fay thelr own

resolutlon, to dlscuss problems that
conccrn ihe welfare of all tho States
a.s States.
The neeesslty for leglslatloii and tho

necessity for unirorm legislatlon both

.lustlfy ibe conference. Every one

knows thal while we iiave too many
laws upon sonic subjects, we have too
fnv upon others; while v.-e cover cer¬

taln ilelds of government with tbe fine-
tootli como oif statutes, we leave tmi-

gled and unkempt many subjecus that
vitaliy concern the welfare of the peo¬
ple. in that twlllght zono of power
that separates. the realm of Ihe Fed¬
eral government from the realnia of
tbe States vurlous ovlla flourish 1111-

checkcd, varlous abuses prospor, liy
mapplng out State legislatlon against
tlicse tbe Conference of Governora can

surely help to streng.then tlic backbone
of the government, can check many of

the. evils and stalllp out many of tho

abuses.
But not less lmportant ls the neces¬

slty for uniform State le|fisiation upon

lmportant polnts.legislatlon that, wlll

He
was algrcat eharactor, n Xory of tho
old school. who i-ntei'ttilned a most
profotind conlr-inpt for prese.nt-da.v
polltlcs.u coiitcmpt whlch was so

pronouhced that he would not even go
lo the polls.and somo years ago, When
a Conservatlve agent wrotc to him
asklng for hls vote. hc replied ln a let¬
ter, whlch was glven "Ut for publiea-
tlon, lo the effect: "J do not know
who lias been so linpertlnent as to
put my niime on any list of voters.
1 only hope thut no one will ovor
Imagine that tlie miscrablc and dc-
gradod house whloh has ceased to bc
a delibcratlve assembly. and ln which
no onc can lionestly express hls opln¬
ion without belng in danger of tho
gag. ln nny way leprescnts me."
The famlly, whleh lias for nearly

l,oo» years borno as Its orost u bjrdwhlch" is descrlbed ln old hcraldic
phritacology as "a turkey cook in lt*
prlde," was settled In Wcstnioreland
long beforo the. Norman Conquest. A
member of tlie house, Wllllam Strlck-
land, accompanled Sebaatlan Cabot ln
hls voyages of dtacovery to tlm New
World, and on hls becoming too old
for a life of advopturo, settled down
ut Boynton Hall. ln Yorkshlre, where
hls descendant, Sir Charles Stricklaud.
has Just dled, and whlch has boen ln
unlnterruptecl nossesalon of the famlly
ever since. A Sir Tlioina- Strlckland
bore the banncr of St. Ueorgo at tht;
battle of Aglncourf, nnd a Walter
Strlckland enjoyed tho favor of Ollver
Cromwell, who called him to ""tlie oth-
er -house ot Parliament" as l.ord
Strlckland. Mlss Agnes Stricklaud.
tlie historlan, ftrid the. author of "Tlio
Queens of England" and of '"The
Queens of Scotland," was a member
of thls ancient house.
